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East Jordan 
completes 
budget process

Several weeks of intense work marked the process 
as the East Jordan City Council developed the 1994/ 
95 fiscal year budget. The budget was adopted at a 
special meeting March 29, 

By no means is it a budget that satisfied everyone, 
including members of the council. One of the hard 
decisions Ways and Means committee members faced 
was a necessary increase in the city millage that is 
included in the new budget. 

Very few affected departments were satisfied with 
their share of the city budget. 

Fire Chief Tony Postmus registered a complaint at 
acouncil meeting March 22. With the fire department 
equipment fund cut by $4,000, Postmus is concemed 
about meeting MIOSHA requiréments. 

“The public is being taxed more, but our budget is 
not getting more,” said Postmus. “Do we (the city) 
have money to absorb MIOSHA fines?” 

“We feel this budget is bare bones for every depart- 
ment,” said council member Greg Chappuies. ‘““We’ve 
gotten complaints from every department, so I guess 
that indicates the pain is shared.” 

Chappuies assured Postmus that the council wants 
to keep firefighters safe, but beyond safety, other 
considerations are extras. continued on back

Preservation efforts reap rich 
rewards at Six Mile Lake preserve

It began with the modest goal of preserving 17 acres 
of irreplaceable local wetlands. 

But since the movement was born on a grass-roots 
level in August 1991, the fledgling St. Clair Lake-Six 
Mile Lake Natural Area has quadrupled in size. - 

In fact, the recent donation by South Arm Township 
of eight strategic acres brings the total land now set 
aside in this north-east Antrim County water-front 
wildemess to an amazing 84 acres. 

The new parcel is significant because it provides an 
unimproved public access to the wild stretch of the 
new preserve directly across the water. The donation 
encompasses 450 feet of shoreline along Sinclair 
River, and 400 feet of frontage on St. Clair Lake. 

Plans to construct an observation deck are already 
in the works, courtesy of Joel Evans of Evans Build- 
ing and Home Center. The East Jordan environmen- 
talist will donate materials and supervise construction 
of the viewing platform. 

The latest success in a series of SCL-SML Natural 
Area acquisitions became official at the township’s 
March 30 annual meeting. 

Among those present to savor the moment were 
project activist Jo Anne Beemon and Little Traverse 
Conservancy Land Protection Specialist Heidi Dexter. 

The pair has been involved in the effort to preserve 
the undeveloped wetlands, marshlands, fields and 
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woods between Six Mile Lake and St. Clair Lake from 
the beginning. 


The road to their goal hasn’t been without detours. 
But as Beemon observed, “When defeat is unaccept- 
able, success becomes inevitable.” 

Working in collaboration with the Grand Traverse 
Regional Conservancy, the dedicated supporters “sold 
T-shirts, held walk-a-thons, talked to service groups, 


and worked with local schools in an effort to raise

ment to a youngster when the occasion arises. “Do 
you know what I like about you?” he will ask an 
unsuspecting student. Assuming they have done some- 
thing wrong they will hesitate to answer so he will 
break in with, “Everything!”

Burn permits banned to curb spring fires 


Department of Natural Resources Director Roland 
Harmes has announced that the DNR, United States 
Forest Service, and local units of government autho- 
rized under the state’s forest fire law (Act 329 of 
1969), will not be issuing bum permits from April 16 
to May 15 in an effort to curb spring wildfires. 

“This initiative began in 1993 to address Michigan’s 
critical spring wildfire problem,” Harmes said. “Last 
year’s effort, in combination with favorable weather 
conditions, resulted in almost a 60 percent reduction 
in the number of fires the DNR responded to over the 
previous five-year average.” 

Spring is the most critical time of the year for 
wildfires in Michigan. The DNR’s Forest Manage- 
ment Division historically responds to 42 percent of 
its wildfires during the last two weeks of April and the 
first two weeks of May. During that time, 37 percent

of the wildfires responded to will be caused by out- 
door buming of yard and household debris. Further, 
over one-half of large wildfires — those that bum over 
100 acres, have occurred during this time period. 

Burning permits are not required for recreational 
campfires, while burning in an approved debris bumer, 
or when the ground is snow-covered. However, wild- 
fire officials are asking everyone to refrain from all 
debris burning during the 30-day period. 

This action does not affect those townships and 
municipalities with local burning ordinances that are 
Stricter than the state forest fire law. However, all 
units of government with such authority are strongly 
encouraged not to issue buming permits during the 
moratorium.

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Elm Pointe Commission hopes for more funding 


Members of the Elm Pointe Commission approached 
the East Jordan City Council to appeal the Elm Pointe 
budget at a meeting March 22. 

The city park complex on M-66 has been allotted 
$15,120 for the 1994-95 fiscal year, up from $12,480 
last year. The extra funding is expected to cover 
expenses in completing a parking area. 

Long-time commission member Betty Boswell pre- 
sented a history of volunteer contributions to the park 
(see related article). She expressed concern about

The fire department budget dropped from $68,145 
in 1993-94 to $65,877 for the new fiscal year. 

Chief of Police Jerry Alward discussed his budget 
complaints with the Public Safety commmittee at a 
meeting Feb. 28. The EJPD office secretary and the 
DARE officerhave both been cut to part-time. Alward 
said that providing a DARE officer at all is difficult, 
as the officer’s patrol shift has to be covered. 

Alward also expressed concern about the present 
system of paying DPW work for EJPD out of the 
police department budget. He said he discontinued 
use of DPW services, and wondered why the police 
department cannot charge other departments for ser- 
vices in the same way. 

The new police department budget is $277,835, up 
from $234,385 last year. 

Several projects were dropped from the budget in 
order to eliminate a deficit, including: the 1994-95 
sidewalk improvement project ($47,170); replace- 
ment of windows at the Civic Center ($9,000); and 
local street improvements ($10,300). 

The adopted budget general fund totals $883,280 
with expected revenues of $949,965. The overflow 
will be distributed among other tax-supported funds 
including the transfer station ($53,970) and the local 
streets fund ($101,115), both of which are budgeted at 
a deficit. The transfer station is expected to eventually 
break even. 

Other tax-supported funds go to major streets 
($98,965) and equipment ($205,342), both with bal- 
anced budgets. 

City services that are self-supporting include: the 
harbor ($137,665), Tourist Park ($93,690), sewers 
($180,980) and water ($234,127). 

Debt funds and capitol projects that the city man- 
ages have balanced revenues and expenditures. They 
include: harbor debt ($71,500), sewer lagoon debt 
($166,841), harbor dredge ($386,000) and water well 
#6 ($181,762). The capitol projects were supported 
by grants.
